REMARKS

Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 1-20 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being obvious over claims 1-30 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,983,466 (Miller et al.). Without conceding the propriety of the 
rejection, Applicant submits herewith a terminal disclaimer with respect to the 
Miller et al. patent, thereby obviating the grounds for the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection.
